But after all, caves are but the 


results of perfectly natural forces 
working beneath the surface of the 
earth just as they do upon its face. 
and for the sake of convenience may 
be divided into three classes: (1) 
Those formed by the action of cur- 
rents, the force of waves, and the 
grinding of shingle against a 
cliff 


on a rocky seacoast, 
which 
forces 


gradually hollow out caves in 
the 


weaker places, of which those found 
near Bar Harbor, Me., may serve as 
examples; (2) those found in vol- 
canic regions, formed by the sub- 
terranean flow of lava, or by the ex- 
pansion of steam and gases, such at 
those in the Klamath Lake region in 
Oregon which are so large that they 
often served 
as 
effectual 
hiding 


places for the Indians in the early 
days of the conquest of the West; 
and (3) those which have been cut 
out of calcareous rocks by the chem- 
ical action of carbonic acid in rain 
water, combined with the mechanical 
friction of the sand and stones set 
in forcible motion by the streams of 
water which have flowed 
through 


them for ages. 
These last are the 


most numerous and most important 
in slle, and it is to this class that 
Mammoth Cave belongs.

By an interesting yet simple method 


two crops of lemons are obtained in 
Sicily during the year, though the sec- 
ond is iu every way Interior, 
The 


abnormal fruit is known as tbe Ver- 
delli lemon and is marketed during the 
summer months. The Verdelli lemon, 
green in color, grows contemporaneous- 
ly on the same trees with the ordinary 
or yellow lemon of commerce and Is 
obtained by the following method: The 
lemon tree, which flowers in April, is 
kept without water from that period 
until July, when the roots are heavily 
flooded for a time. 
This results in a 


second set of blossoms, from w.hich 
will come the Verdelli lemons. The 
ordinary lemon crop is picked in the 
months beginning with October, but 
tiie Verdelli lemons do not mature 
urtii tbe next May.—Argonaut.
